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1 . 'ISubject waS; inet -in iRls 15 Mayj: 1968 . : ; This 

was the sf irs t meeting with him since September 1967 .;; H^ had 
cancelled a ' previous ineeting with us , which had been scheduled 
for December 1967 (see Reference A); 

2. We purposely waited several months before recontacting 
Subject, in order not to create the impression that we were 
anxious to proceed with this case, or that we were overly 
interested in any court proceedings in which he may be involved. 

3. • Subject gave us the following summary of what transpired 
between September 1967 and March 1968: 

a. 4 September 1967: The Hamburg Supreme Court upset 

a previous decision by a lower Hamburg court that it was 
not qualified to hear Subject's case since Subject does 
not live in Hamburg and his co-defendant had died in 1966, 

b . 5 January 1968 : The lower Hamburg court again 

refused to hear Subject's case, this time because; 

(1) The court felt that the statute of limitations 
in this case, which dates back to 1935, had expired; 

(2) The court felt there was not sufficient 
evidence in this case to convict Subject within the 
existing legal framework; 

(3) The circumstances of the crime, in spite of 
the fact that it resulted in the loss of a human life, 
were such that there may not be sufficient legal grounds 
for trying and convicting Subject. 
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c. On 16 January 1968 the Hamburg public prosecutor 
filed an appeal against the lower court's decision. 

d. On 1 March 1968 Subject's defense counsel submitted 
a brief arguing against the prosecutor's appeal. 

e. On 22 March 1968 Subject's defense counsel informed 
him that the Hamburg Supreme Court had rejected the public 
prosecutor's appeal, and that this means the end of attempts 
to bring Subject to trial. 

f . On 27 March 1968 Subject was notified by his 
attorney of the Hamburg Supreme Court's decision that 
Subject’s legal defense costs would be borne by the state. 

g. bn 17 April 1968 the organization chief of the 

National Democrat ic.'Party^-Cl^D^^^ Subject's city notified

4. Subject furnished documentary proof to the case officer, 
supporting the above-cited developments. Copies of these 
documents are forwarded as separate cover attachments. 

5. Subject stated that he had not contacted us earlier for 
three reasons: 

a. He was somewhat "embarrassed" that he had assured 
us last September that there was no likelihood of his case 
being brought up in court again. Since we had made it 
clear to him that we would not engage in any clandestine 
activity with him as long as his court case remained 
unresolved, he felt that he should wait until his case was 
permanently resolved. 

b. Although his case was resolved in March, his 
health still was not up to par (he claims he is suffering 
of circulatory trouble, due mainly to the anxiety which 
he experienced while his case was still pending) . He 
wanted to wait until he had taken another vacation before 
contacting us. 

c. Subject wanted to wait until he could present us

7. Subject stated that, now that his court case has. been 
disposed of, he is more willing than ever to work on our behalf. 
No commitments have been made to hiin so far, however, since we 
want to await the outcome of the SGSWlRL; examination, which is 
now scheduled to be administered durifigf 'o next meeting with 
Subject, on 12 July 1968. 
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
